“Beyond," which 
first attracted me to him

which I have read over and over again. It is called "Q uality,’’ and is the 
story of a m an who made shoes by hand so well th at they never wore 
out. You see, his customers, thereby grew fewer and fewer until the m a­ 
chine age had him whipped. 
People do not want the oki things th at last 
—but the new' things th a t change! 
It is in his great story “The Forsyte Saga" th a t Galsworthy’s place in 
literature will be secure. 
His poetry, too, is of a very high order, and 
very m uch of the soul of the man. 
Galsworthy once refused a K nighthood, and the great honor th at he 
so richly deserved, the “Nobel Prize," came all too late. 
Yet no m aterial 
honor could adequately do his talent and character due justice. 
He will 
be appreciated and loved more and more with the years. 
His understand­ 
ing of the greed and wickedness of war—its utter uselessness and silliness, 
its hypocrisy, and its eternal cruelty, has been put into print in a m anner 
to be read as the words of a Prophet far beyond his time. 
The entire world of intelligent hum an beings m ourns the passing of 
the earthly life of John Galsworthy, but the beauty of th a t life leaves “an 
afterglow, far into the night." 
Those who expressed sym pathy to the family of John Galsworthy re­ 
ceived this beautiful poem, w ritten by the author. 
It m ight well be 
called John Galsworthy's last prayer. It is so beautiful, and so expressive 
of the great heart and eternal aspiration of the great hum an being, th at 
it should be further read, far and wide.

Quality Of Meats 
Sources of unwholesome m eat and 
m eat food products are being elimi­ 
nated rapidly from the common­ 
wealth under a statewide system of 
inspection which covers local sup­ 
plies and does not overlap or dupli­ 
cate the federal inspection carried 
on in the large packing establish­ 
ments, or municipal m eat inspec­ 
tions. according to a report from the 
bureau of anim al industry, Pennsyl­ 
vania departm ent of agriculture. 
M eat hygiene officials of the bu­ 
reau are busy throughout the year 
Inspecting slaughter houses, car ce sa­ 
cs and meats. 
So far this year, 
1,630 slaughter houses, 12,193 car­ 
casses, 1,600,000 organs and 2,600,000 
pounds of m eat have been inspec- 
ed. W hile several very serious cases 
of badly diseased carcasses were 
found on sale and several filthy 
slaughter houses were discovered in 
operation and the proprietors prose­ 
cuted, 
the 
general 
conditions 
throughout the state are improved. 
Tile report shows only fifteen of 
tike 
slaughter 
houses 
have 
been 
found defeetvie during the first two 
m onths this year. 
Much of the m eat and m eat prod­ 
ucts came from tile large packing 
establishm ents which have careful 
federal inspection of anim als when 
slaughtered. 
Tile enforcem ent of 
the state m eat hygiene law con­ 
cerns the numerous small slaughter 
houses, each of which m ay not be 
the source of great quantities of 
m eat but are nevertheless impor­ 
tan t from the standpoint of protect­ 
ing the public lvealth.

London (API,—Sir Austen Cham­ 
berlain, who ranks second to David 
Lloyd George for length of service 
in the house of commons, has drop­ 
ped a hint (hat he may son retire 
from active political life. 
He will be 70 years old next Octo­ 
ber and is now in the forty-first 
year of continuous membership in 
the 
commons. 
Lloyd 
George, 
“father of the house,” entered two 
years earlier. 
Is Linked With Past 
There is nothing definite about 
the contemplated retirement. 
Sir 
Austen merely hinted at it in a 
speech 
in 
Birmingham. Political 
observers promptly jumped to the 
conclusion that he plans not to seek 
reelection at the end of the present 
parliament. 
Sir Austen’s departure, when it 
occurs, will remove a picturesque 
link with his father, the noted Jo- 
i seph Chamberlain, who sat in the 
house for nearly 40 years. 
There is a visible reminder of the 
elder Chamberlain in the Chamber- 
lain who often sits now, as his 
father did, with a monocle screwed 
to one eye, his hat tipped back, and 
his legs stretched out. 
Al wa vs the Monocle 
Sir Austen and his single eye 
glass seem never parted, no more so 
than his father and his monocle. 
There are other physical resem­ 
blances, 
though 
politically 
they 
often traveled different roads. 
But Sir Austen’s projected de­ 
parture will not mean, as long as his 
half-brother Neville is on the po­ 
litical scene, a severance of the last 
link filth his father. 
Neville Chamberlain, now chan­ 
cellor of exchequer, a post Sir Aus­ 
ten held on two occasions, is in his 


prime at 64. It has been his ascen­ 
dency in the last few years that has 
marked Sir Austen’s withdrawal to 
the political background. 
Shared Nobel Prize 
Outstanding in Sir Austen’s carcer 
was his promotion oi the Locarno 
conference. For this achievement 
he was honored by King George 
with knighthood in the Order of the 
Garter and, with Charles G. Dawes, 
shared the Nobel peace prize for 
1D25. 
Retirement may give him more 
time to spend with his flowers. An 
amateur gardener of no mean re­ 
pute, he inherits his father’s partic­ 
ular fondness for orchids.

Interest at the rate of 12 per cent, 
will be charged against taxpayers 
who fail to make their fipal pay­ 
m ent by May 15.

Enormous Acreage 
Tax Delinquent 


There are about one million acres 
of tax delinquent forest land in 
Pennsylvania, according to a state­ 
ment made today by Dr. E. A. Zieg­ 
ler, director of the forest research 
institute, Mont Alto, who has re­ 
cently completed a study of the idle 
land situtaion in the state. 
This huge acreage, which repre­ 
sents one-thirteenth of the total 
woodland area of Pennsylvania, is 
already in tile hands of the coun­ 
ties by tax title or was advertised 
for tax sale in 1932. Dr. Ziegler be­ 
lieves th at taxes delinquent to 1931 
and taxes unpaid in 1932 will raise 
this figure. 
These lands axe suitable only for 
raising timber, and by protecting 
them from fire and by reforestation 
they can eventually be brought back 
to production.
